A rise in the price of shoes has 
been threatened by the recent ac- 
tion of several large manufactur- 
ers in raising wholesale tags. This 
is a major concern to working 
families, for whom shoes are gen- 
erally the most expensive clothing 
item, taking about 20 per cent of 


the average family’s’ clothing 
budget. 
However, the National Associa- 


tion of Shoe Chain Stores informs 
this department that many retail- 
ers will hold their present prices. 
For example, Thom McAnn, the 
largest chain, is still sticking to its 
$7.45 tag on men’s shoes. Too, the 
Sears Roebuck mid-Winter sales 
catalog shows the same reductions 
on shoes as in last year’s January 
shoe sale. 

The fact is, many retailers 
bought shoes heavily at previous 
lower prices and the only increase 
expected in the near future will be 
on’ some of the nationally-adver- 
tised brands which will go up 50 
cents a pair and in some cases a 
buck. (You can steer your buyiny 
accordingly.) The retailers feel the 
price rise is not justified by the 
recent increase in the cost of hides 
used for shoe leather, and in fact 

» Hide prices have already started to 
**come down again. 

One shoe-trade spokesman re- 
ports the Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion has also helped halt the 
threatened general increase by 
warnjng it will reimpose price ceil- 
ings on this important cost-of-liv- 
ing item. 

In any case, you can save by tim- 
ing your shoe buying for the adult 
members of your family for Jan- 
uary and July when most retailers 


should be as straight along the in- 
ner edges as possible. 

The best shoes have welt con- 
struction, which wears longer and 
is easier to repair. The upper is 
not attached directly to the sole, 
but upper and sole are sewn to a 
thin strip of leather called a welt 
The inside of a welted shoe feels 
smooth; you don't feel any bumps 
made by nails or stitches. 

COATS: Simple, basic styles with 
a minimum of tucking, trim and 
other detail give a woman the most 
for her money on all counts. More 
of your money goes into good fab- 
rig and less into decoration. Simp!e 
coats are more versatile (can be 
worn for different occasions and 
with different outfits), and more 
durable fashion-wise. Beware the 
extreme fashions even when of- 
fered at sharply reduced prices in 
clearances; they may seem quite 
dated in a season or two. 

It's better to invest your money 
in a good cloth coat without fur 
than a coat with a cheap body and 
fur trim. You can dress up a cloth} 
coat with scarves and costume 
pieces, or a separate fur piece, as 
needed. A good style in casual! 
coats is the loose coat with remov- 
able lining which can be worn for 
Spring too.

110.000 Women 
In Rails Work 


Some interesting facts on women 
of the rails were contained in a re- 
port issued by the Defense Trans- 
port Administration's manpower 
division, headed by S. L. Newman, 
a retired leader of the Machinists. 

“The first record of a woman be- 
ing employed by a railroad is back 
in 1855,” the report explained. “Her 
job was to scrub the passenger cars 
at the end of their run. The first 
woman to hold a white-collar job, 
in 1875, was a telegrapher. 

“Since the beginning of the pres- 
ent century women have come in 
greater numbers, until there are 
110;000 women railway employes.” 

During World War II when em- 
ployment reached a peak of 120,000, 
compared with 30,000 before Pearl 
Harbor, the fair sex entered many 
rail jobs, including some of the 
toughest, usually held by men. 

The report sees jobs increasing 
for women on the rails, and in 
other fields of transportation, as 


says The Machinist. With prices 
the way they are, more and more 
union families are finding that the 
only way they can obtain those, 
extras they want around the house 
and yard is to make them them-| 
selves.

ICFTU in Emergency Grant to Assist 


Iceland General Strike of 20,000 


REYKJAVIK, Iceland (LPA)— 
|An emergency grant of $1400 has 
the International 
Confederation of Free Trade Un- 
lions for the general strike of 20,000 
workers which started December 1 
in Iceland. 

The grant was made in response 
to an urgent appeal from Jon Sig- 
urdson, general secretary of the 
Iceland Federation of Labor which 
called the strike after a breakdown 
of negotiations. 

The unions were asking a basic 
wage boost of 15 per cent, with a 
minimum of 60 cents an hour; 
monthly, instead of the present 
quarterly, adjustments in the cost-

And Postpone Boost for Shipyards 


WASHINGTON (LPA) The 
Wage Stabilization Committee on 
December 24 cut 10 cents from a 
negotiated increase of 30 cents for 
3800 truck drivers in the St. Louis 
area 

The WSC also postponed consid- 
eration of a 10 per cent increase 
negotiated for 26,600 employes in 
eight Bethlehem Co. east coast 
shipyards. The delay had been 
asked by both the CIO Industrial 
Union of Marine and Shipbuilding 
Workers, and by Bethlehem. The 
delay effects also 50 petitions in 
volving smaller shipbuilding firms.
